The ^Sfl^sponeored inter-agency roundtable of directors of 
government language training programs has had its second of what 
are to be monthly meetings.

Purposes include exchange of information on programs, requirements, 
and problems, and Identification of areas of cooperation that will 
result in more effective and more economical performance of respon- 
sibilities by each agency. A clearing house of information is being 
maintained by LAS. Accent is on working level informality and co- 
operation rather than high level formality and coordination. Re- 
sults of substantial financial savings through coordination already 
have appeared.
